Ithin thefe few Days, the King 
_has taken a Review of feveral Re- 
giments of Foot, which he found 
_ compleat ; and thofe Regiments are 
march’d by the Routes given them, 
for the Army which is fpeedily to draw together. The 
Duke d’Offuna has rais'd at his own Expence a Re- 
giment of Dragoons, cloath’d and mounted, in An- 
daloufia where his Eftate lies, and has made a Pre- 
fent of it to the King, who at his Recommendation 
has appointed Don Diego Gonzalez Exempt of the 
Guards &p Corps to be,Collonel of ir. Of feveral 
Troops of Horfe rais’\d by divers Towns of Eftra- 
madura the Marquis de Bay has form’d a Regiment 
and call’d it Quantiofos, and the King has made 
the Marquis de Lorenzana Collonel of it. ihe 
City of Ciudad-Real, has fent 25 Horfes for Re- 
cruits; and the Town of Carrion a Prefent of 200 
Piftoles. We have an Account from feveral Parts, 
that there is fo great a Scarcity in Vale that 
many People have retir’d out of it; an De- 
ferters come in great Number to Villena ecla, 
The Enemy have imbark’d at Alicant a Regiment 
tais'd in the Country, to be tranf{ported to Catalonia 
with 6 Pieces of Cannon. The Portuguefe in that 
Country are extremely diminifh’d ; about. 3000 of 
them have died in Hofpitals. The Report of the 
Death of the King of Morocco proves falfe: But 
it feems he himfelf caus‘d it to be {pread purpofely, 
keeping bimfelf from being {een for 46 Days except 
by a few trufty Perfons, who gave out feign’d 
Stories of bis Sicknefs and Deceafe ; and all this 
was done with Defign to draw Muley Zidan his 
rai Son to the Palace, in order to fecure his Per- 
on. 

Venice, March 26. Letters from Brefcia advife, 
that the Imperialifts had made new Inftances for 
obtaining 1000 Loads of Hay ; but had been an- 
fwer'd, that during the Winter all the Hay in the 
Province of Brefcia was eat up by the Venetian 
Cavalry, and by the Horfes and Cattle of the Inha- 
bitants of the Country ; in which a good Guard is 
kept. General Delfino is at Verona, taking Care 
that the Recruits which come from Germany to the 
Po, commit no Diforders in the Territories of the 
Republick. When thofe Recruits are all march’d 
through the Country, he will return to Brefcia to 
give the neceffary Orders on that fide. The 19th 
a Mufcovite Lord arriv'd here, and the 23d _ 
ceeded on his Journey to Rome, where (‘tis faid) 
he will take ppon him the Qualicy of Ambaffador 
from the Czar. General Steinan who bas been in 
Germany about his private Affairs, with the Leave 
of the Republick, is rerurn’d, and in a few Days 
will go to refume the Command of the Venetian 
Troopsiin the Terra firms. 

Paré, April 23. The 13th of this Month, the De- 
puties of the Affembly of the Clergy, the Cardinal 
de Noailles Prefident, being at their Head, had Au- 
dience of Leave of the King at Verfailles: And the” 
Bithop of Auxerre made a Speech, They were con- 
ducted by the Marquis de Dreux, and M. des 
Granges, grand Mafter, and Mafter of the Cere- 
monies, and prefented by the Count de Pontchar- 
train Secretary of State. M. de Harley firt Prefi- 
dent, having voluntarily laid down bis Offite, which 
he had exercis'd, feveral Years with equal Capacity 
and Integrity, his Majefty has given it to'M. le Pele- 
tier PteGident Mortier, Sori of M. Ie Peleticr for- 


merly Comptroller General of the Finances and Mi- 
mifter of State, M. Galloys Abbot of S$. Martin 
de Cores, one of the 40 of the French Academy, 
of the Rogal Academy of Sciences, and Profeffor 
Royal, died in this City the 19th Inftans, in the 
75th Yeor of bis Age; being much lamented for 
his gieat Learning, Probity, and Dufintereftednels. 
fiom the Antwerp Gourant, dared April 29. 

Pais, April 25. On Saturday laft M. de Chamil- 
larc by Oider from the King, fent 40000 Louis d'Or 
tu Si. Germains, whence fome Englith’ Gentlemen 
are to go to Spain to ferve under the Duke of Or- 
leans. The fame Day the King fent for the Mar- 
fhal de Villars to come to Court to him. The laft 
Advices from the Duke of Berwick, fay the Armies 
€. nunue in their former Pofts, being oblig’d on both 
Siues to want till Forrage is grown up for the Horle 
before they can take the Pield. They write from 
Pampelona, that there were frequent Skirmifhes on 
the Frontiers of Arragon, in which fometimes one 
Party fometimes the other have the Advantage. 
"Tis now reported as a thing certain, that the Court 
have refolv’d to act defenfively op the Upper Rhine, 
till they fee how Affairs will. go in the Netherlands. 
They write from Montpelier, that in Languedoc 
3000 Oxen and 5000 Sheep, together with a very 
great Quantity of Meal, Ammunition, &c, are 


bough: up, to be fent to the Frontiers of Catalonia, 


Navarre, and Arragon. From Cadix ’tis advis'd by 
Letters of the 3d Inftant, that an Advice-Ship was 
fitting out there, to carry Orders from the Court of 
Maarid to Cartagena. They keep upon their Guard 


‘at Cadix, in apprehenfion that the Confederate 


“Fleet, the greateft Part of which is come our of the 
Mediterranean, may make fome Attempt upon that 
Place: And for the fame Reafon, feveral Spanith 
Regiments which were commanded to march into 
Eftramadura, are to halt till further Order. Tis 
own’d, that M. du Quefne with bis Squadron of 11 
Men of War, is’ gone dire&tly to the Weft-Indies. 
’Tis advis'd from Verfailles, that the King bas fent 
Order to the Duke de Noailles, to march wich his 
Troops into Catalonia,and attack Gironne, His Ma- 
jefty has by Letters order’d all the General Officers 
to repair to their re{pective Pofts: Thofe belonging 
to the Army in Flanders, are to be at'Lifle by the 
ft of May, and thofe of the Army in Germany are 
to be at Strasbourg by the roth. From Madrid of 
the 12th Inftant they write, that King Philip is fo 
well pleas’d with the Conduct of the.
